However much he is our friend and ally at 
present, he knows full well that his policy and ours must 
clash in due time; and he justly dreads to have such a 
weapon turned against himself. A despot at home, he 
seeks to reach his ends peacemeal by short wars, and by 
flattering both imperialism and democracy without 
breaking with either. And he dreads exceedingly a 
general war, which might become a war of opinions, ex- 
citing the democracy of France and imperilling his posi- 
tion, by compelling him to become the open foe either of 
liberty or despotism.— Blachkwood’s Magazine. 

Tue Poricy or Narolxox.— Napoleon III. does 
nothing by accident or impulse. His uniform professions 
of a desire to maintain fricndskip with this country, not 
only helps to maintain that friendship so long as he de- 
sires it, but, when the rupture comes, they will greatly 
help to throw the blame off him uponus. When that 
time comes we doubt not he will turn round upon us 
with most imperial coolness, and say, You are an un- 
grateful nation—all along have I sought to propitiate 
your friendship. but now I can bear with you no longer.”

He will pretend that his conduct 
this occasion was so many friendly sacrifice; on his 
part (whereas there was necessary links in Lis far-seeing 
policy), for which England has requited him with no- 
thing but ingratitude. Such is the man with whom we 
have todo. He fights from a vantage-ground. He is 
not only by far the ablest head in Europe, but he can 
work towards his ends with a steadiness and secrecy 
which are impossible to the Government of this country.

Tr is a question often asked, why cannot the transfer again be at 
of land be as easily effected as the transfer of :

Government Stock, railway shares, or property of a 
similar kind? The simple reason is, that the latter 
class of securities have their absolute owners regu- 
larly registered, The case is widely different when 


we come to deal with real property. Excepting 


those cases in which Parliamentary title has been 
acquired, there is no registered owner until we go 
back to the first grantee from the Crown, and to 
connect a vendor with this grantee constitutes the 
real difficulty in transferring land. These Crown 
grants date, in general, from very remote periods, 
and though great strictness is not observed in minor 
derivative interests, the range of investigation 
stretches tlirough lengthened periods before we can 
arrive at a satisfactory data or root of title.” 
During these periods, many circumstances 
may have arisen to change or limit “ownership,” 
some irrespective of the direct volition of the pro- 
prietor; and before a purchaser can safely pay his 
purchase-money, he must have it demonstrated to 
him that nothing exists prejudicial to the rights of 
the vendor to convey to him the land he has agreed 
to purchase. 

For instance, the ownership of property may be 
changed or charged by a  properly-executed 
deed, but this deed, to maintain its priority ; 
must be registered by lodging a short abstract 
of it in the Public Office established for that pur- 
pose. Wills also may either be registered 
in the office with the deeds, or may be recorded in 
the court from whence probate is granted. By either 
Deeds or Wills Trusts and Limitations may be 
created, which, if not “ barred,” may exist for gene- 
rations. Again, in an entirely distinct establishment 
may be registered Judgments,” “Crown Debts,” 
&c., against any of the persons through whose hands 
a property may have passed, if obtained during his 
ownership, and may operate to charge any interest 
which that person formerly had therein, according to 
its date, if prior to 1850. Judgments subsequent to 
this latter period ean be converted into mortgages on 
property, by registering them by affidavits in the 


“Deeds Registry,” sometimes without even the: 


knowledge of the owners of the property. Bank- 
ruptey and Insolvency orders, when registered, 
operate to transfer or attach ownership. Administra- 
ticis to intestates transfer the chattel interests in land: 
judgments jn ejectment, decrees in Chancery, mar- 
riages, and many other events and contingencies 
may change the right of ownership. Property can 
devolve on the heir at law or person in remainder 
without any record, and in after years the most im- 
portent rights frequently depend for explanation 
on the memory of “ the oldest inhabitant.”

carefully by. Now is the opportunity for considering 
whether we cannot amend this {inconsiderate and most 
costly habit. Surely we shall now devise some system 
of manning our navy so that the process of manning a 
ship of war may have rather more the air of a piece of 
naval discipline, and rather less the appearance of a con- 
tested election. It cannot be necessary that our 
ports should present the discreditable spectacle, so 
common at all times, of ships waiting six or more months 
for a crew, while according to the French system, as 
described so admirably by our Marseilles correspondent 
the other day, a whole fleet could be armed and the 
crews marched on board in less time than it would take us 
to get asingle ship to sea. It is true that we have not 
all the facilities which a French Emperor has. No aspi- 
ration for military or even naval glory would ever per- 
suade Englishmen to consent to a conscription. We 
cannot impress seamen or shipwrights to build or to man 
a fleet, any more we could impress those five 
thousand builders who met in Hyde Park and 
distribute them in gangs over our public 
works. It could not be done under any pres- 
sure of necessity. A great danger would produce half- 
a-million volunteers, but no apprehension would induce 
our countrymen to trust any Government with the power 
of impressing a single sailor. But it is this admitted 
and inevitable necessity which should impel our Ad- 
miralty, and all the keen wits which so largea service 
comprehends, to invent some substitute for this great 
reliance of the foreigner. If the authorities conte. se- 
riously bend their minds to it, it is not a very difficult 
problem. Men are only to be influenced by force or 
persuasion, and when it is made apparent that force will 
never again be tolerated, we must accept the conditions 
of the other method, and resolve to use money, or 
money’s worth, to accomplish our purpose. 

The evil of the present system lies upon the surface. 
We do not keep the men when we have got them. At 
immense expense and with enormous difficulty we man 
a fleet. We give extravagant bounties, we get a great 
mass of untaught humanity, we despatch it as quickly 
as possible into the blue water to be fishioned into a 
respectable sea force, and at the end of three years the 
crews are come to work well together, and are fit to be 
trusted in any enterprise. Just at this period the ships 
return to harbour and are paid off. In three months 
this disciplined and effective body of man-of-war’s-men is 
scatteredall over the globe. Suas shor to be found in every 
marine of war which flies a pendant. The force perfected 
at such pains and expense, and so powerful in its unity, 


* has been wantonly and wastefully shattered ; and while 


these men are seeking employment in America or 
Sweden, Captain Srenror, of the Boreas, is injuring 
his lungs and playing the stump orator in some northern 
seacoast town, vainly endeavouring to induce the 
vagabonds of that neighbourhood to go to sea with 
him. Now, a man may find a reason, good or bad, for 
any nonsense; but there can be no valid reason for so 
pernicious an absurdity as this. Tokeep the trained crews 
of a fleet is an object cheaply attained by any necessary 
ture. Ifyou want athing, and want it suddenly, 

the cheapest plan is to go into the market when it is to 
be sold and buy it; but if only inferior and make-shift 
articles are to be obtained suddenly in market overt, 
ou must buy it leisurely and keep it by you for use. 
ou don’t sell your horse every time you dismoynt from 
him, nor your gun directly the shooting season is over, 
nor your grates when you put your fires put; yet it is 
easier to find a horse or a gun, or to fix new grates, 
than it is to put your hand upon a disciplined crew of 
seamen. As a matter of “@conomy it would, we 
believe, be cheaper to pay in time of peace for 
a larger force seamen than the country at the 


moment may require than to have to give bounties 
and fall back on the crimps “ever two or thre 

years. It is not the wages of the seamen that consume 
the money, it is the waste. Wages constitute only a 
comparatively small part of the Navy Estimates. I.

HOUSE OF COMMONS—Fripayr, AugGusT 5TH, 
THE NATIONAL DEFENCES—OUR TROOPS AT HOME. 

Sir DE L. EVANS said that the purport of the mo- 
tion which stood in his name was—“ That under pre- 
sent circumstances, it is not necessary or expedient to 
carry into effect the recent order for despatching 6,700 
men to India,from the depots of various regiments sérving 
in India.” The lateGovernment gave orders for the des- 
patch of a considerable force of artillery to India six 
or eight months ago. Tue matter was brought before 
the House, and the Government judiciously altered their 
determination, and did not send the artillery out. The 
circumstances of the present case were essentially 
the same. From a financial point the step was highly 
inadvisable. The transport of these troops must be 
paid for by the Indian exchequer, and would amount 
to £300,000, and trom the statements on this 
subject made a few nights since the Indian ex- 
chequer was in no position to bear this. In a 
more important point of view than the financial 
one he thought he made no undue assertion when he 
said that thé force in this country was small and in- 
adequate, and that the sending away of these 7,000 
men would cause a serious diminution of that force. 
The Indian army, again, was immense, far beyond the 
requirements of that country. He might be told that 
he exaggerated the requirements of this country for 
troops. He did not think so. It was true that the 
French army was to be reduced, but it was a delusion 
to suppose that such a disarmament afforded any ana- 
logy to the English army, for the disarmament of the 
French was only a furlough to the men, who were liable 
to return within a month, while the officers and non- 
commissioned officers remained on the establishment 
whether in peace or war. He wished to impress on the 
House that it was objectionable to send these troops out 
of this country. You had a large force in India, double 
the number that E' down the mutiny,and when you 
found that the Indian government was reducing their 
local force it showed that any additional troops were 
unnecessary.

Col. SYKES thought the proposal to send out raw re- 
cruits, and send home the acclimatised European troops, 
was one of the strangest ever made, since new comers in 
India died off by dozens in the first twoor three years; 
the expense of their transport to and fro was also im- 


mense. 

Mr. HORSMAN urged upon the House the state of 
insecurity in which this country was placed from the 
want of an adequate home force. The question was, 
whether we ought to send out more recruits to India, 
or to bring home regiments from India to England. 
Now, all those who were most versed in European poli- 
tics said that the time might not be far distant when we 
shouldrequire a large homeforce. Our own most ex- 
perienced diplomatists gave us the strongest warnings 
on the subject, and assured us that if we disregarded 
those warnings we should rue the day. The great Na- 
poleon once said that an invaded country never wanted 
men, but that it did want soldiers. This was the reply 
to those who fancied an unarmed population could be 
relied upon in a sudden emtergency (hear, hear). Instead 


Jof sending more men out, we wanted all that we had 


here now, and 20,000 or 30,000 more, if they could be got 
from India ; and even then our force would not be fully 
sufficient. 

Mr. S. HERBERT said there seemed to be some mis- 
apprehension as to what would be the result of sending 
out these drafts of men. ‘They were not a regular and 
disciplined force, with an organisation by themselves, 
but merely driblets of men belonging to the regiments 
now in India. After what had occurred in India, with 
the mutiny of the native troops, followed by a mutiny of 
the European troops, the authorities in India were very 
unwilling to part with any portion of their military 
force. In computing the strength of our army, it must 
be remembered that we reckoned the rank and file 
only, whereas all other nations counted men 
of all ranks. He did not know whether it was 
the opinion of hon. gentlemen that with a peace 
establishment we should at all times possess an 
amount of force ready at any moment to resist the 
greatest force which the war establishments of any other 
country could provide. If they compared a peace 
establishment here with a large war establishment 
abroad, it was necessarily discouraging. The best 
course was, in time of peace, to keep up such a force 
as could be vege á strengthened in the event of an 
emergency. Let them goon improving their defensive 
force—he did not say that it was sufficient—but this 
country would never consent to support a war in the 
time of — (hear, hear). He found that we had a 
force of 65,000 militia, which would be sufficient to 
garrison our chief forts; there were also 14,000 pension- 
ers. When the regiments expected from India ar- 
rived we should have 39 battallions of infantry, 17 of 
cavalry, and about 2,800 men in the artillery—in all 
about 61,000 men. He did not say that this was a large 
force, but it could be easily augmented in an emergency. 
He hoped the motion would not be pressed to a division, 
as the hon. and gallant gentleman had obtained a dis- 
cussion. For his own part, he would never conceal any 
deficiency, and the Government would do all in their 
power steadily to improve our defences. (hear, hear.) 

Col. DUNNE disapproved of the period of service 
being limited to ten years. He believed, however, that 
our army was now much more efficient than at the close 
of the last great European war. 

After a few remarks from Sir F. Suirn and Colonel 
GILPIN, 

Lord PALMERSTON said that the fnnctions and 
limitations of the Commission on National Defences had 


‘been very distinctly explained. Their duties would be 


to examine accurately all plans of works yet to be made, 
to compare them with the works already made, and to 
see what was the best mode ofadapting that which was 
to be added to that which existed, in order to render 
as perfect as possible, with reference to the present 
system of attack, those works . which were essential for 
the defence of our dockyards and arsenals. They would 
not have so much to overhaul what was already done as 
to see how it could be made most complete. He would 
hardly have risen, however, to set this point right, 
but he wished to correct a misconception of his right 
honourable friend (Mr. Horsman) as to what had fallen 
from him a few evenings ago as to the means of defence 
in case of war. His right honourable friend seemed to 
imagine that the population of the country itself would 
be able to defend her. [Mr. Horsman—No.] He never 
said anything of the kind. He was observing on the 
rifle corps, and he said that if occasion required they 
would show the same spirit as was evinced by a much 
smaller population in the war which commenced in 1803, 
when two or three hundred thousand volunteers were 
raised and armed, ready to defend their country, 
and that such a force, in addition to the regular 
militia which they could bring into the field, would 
be able to teach an invader a lesson. He had not 
at all adverted to that organisation as a single means 
of defence. It was remarkable how much the discus- 
sions on this matter were influenced by momentary con- 
siderations, rather than by a permanent settled system. 
When the Indian mutiny broke out he was urged to send 
all the line-of-battle ships to India with troops, to take 
out their guns and use them as transports, but now, in 
discussing the means of defence of the country, the 

test stress is laid on havinga Channel fleet as an ade- 
quate means of defence. There was not much consis- 
tency in one moment urging a Minister,to send all the line- 
of-battle ships to the other side of the globe, and in a short 
time after. when the defence of the country was in question, 
requiring to have them in the Channel ready equipped. 
That showed how desirable it was when they turned 
their mind to the question of national defences; they 
should be quite divested of all influence of temporary 
and accidental circumstances, and look at the question 
calmly with a view to a permanent arrangement. He. 
must confess that although they were capable of im- 
provement (which he trusted they would soon receive ), 
yet when he contemplated that the present arrangements 
would furnish us with an effective force for defence, it 
did not seem to him so contemptible as some hon. gen- 
tlemen and the public at large seemed to think. He held
